The Constitution and Slavery. 

Wo took the ground sometime since, that the 
compact between the states in relation to the sur¬ 
render of fugitives from service or labor, was a 
gross immorality, and therefore not binding upon 
the people of the several states. It was a com¬ 
pact to do a moral i crong, and could not stand in 
the court of Heaven or that of man. In regard 
to the new slave states, there are other consider¬ 
ations of a constitutional character, which may 
be urged. 

1. Some years since, we threw out the idea, 
that the states formed out Gf the North Western 
Territory were not bound by constitutional 
illation, to surrender fugitive slaves, escaping 
from the new slave states. Above a year and 
half ago this point was taken np and discussed in 
the Cincinnati Gazette and the Philanthropist, by 
Mr. Bimey and the editor of this paper on o 
side, and certain professional gentlemen on i 
other. The foundation of our argument was tli 

By the Congress of the confederation, 1787, 
ordinance was passed for the government of the 
North West Territory. The ordinance con 
ed a compact, embracing six articles which 
declared to be “forever unalterable unless by 
raon consent”—as follows: 

“It is hereby ordained and declared by thi 
thority aforesaid, that the articles shall be co 
ered articles of compact between the original 
States and the people and slates of said territory, 
and shall "forever remain unalterable unless by 
common consent.'' 

None of these articles has ever been 
altered, for no such “eommon consent’ 
been obiair.cd. When states were organized in 
the territory, and admitted into the Union, they 
entered it with the obligations of these six art 
cles binding upon them: nor could the constiti 
tion of the United States impair their furce, for 
the parlies to its formation and ratification, were 
not the parties to the compact in the ordinance. 

One of the articles was as follows: 

••There shall be neither slavery nor involunta¬ 
ry servitude in the said territory, otherwise than 
in punishment of crime, whereofthe parties shall 
have been duly convicted; provided, always, that 
any person escaping into the same, from w I — ’ 
bor or service is lawfully claimed in any 
the original stales, such fugitive may Le lawfully 
reclaimed, and conveyed to the person claiming 
his or her service as aforesaid.” 

This article established, or more properly 
knoivlpdged. Liberty as the fundamental law of the 
territory, to which but one exception could exit 
that of persons escaping from labor or servic 
from any one of the original states. By eve 
just rule ol intepretation, the exception, being 
gainst natural right, must he construed strict¬ 
ly - , and consequently, the right to reclaim fugitive! 
slaves in the North West Territory was confined] 
to the original slave states. Sew slave 
which might bo formed were to have no such 
privilege. The reason of the restriction is to be I 
sought in the nature of the public sentiment of | 
the times in which the ordinance «»•«• fr«m« 
the statesman of that era with here & there ar 
ceptiou, contemplated the speedy extinction of 
very, and were unwilling to favor its extension by 
granting it any favor. This sixth article then, has 
never beenaltcrrd by common consent—and there¬ 
fore, we deny the right of the slaveholder, even 
under tlie constitulion, in any of the new slave 
states, Alabama, Louisiana, Mississippi, Tennes¬ 
see, Kentucky. Arkansas, Missouri, to reclaim 
his fugitive slave upon our soil. 

2. There is another constitutional considera¬ 
tion, which has not hitherto been insisted 
this connection. It is, that there is no legal sla¬ 
very in any of the new slave states over which 
Congress once exercised exclusive jurisdiction 
so that even allowing so much comprehensiveness 
of intent to the clause of the federal constitution 
relating to fugitives from service or labor, 
slavery men claim for it, still it docs not authorize | 
the slaveholder in any of those states, (Missouri, 
Arkansas, Mississippi, Louisiana,) to reclaim 
any of the other stales, the fugitive from his 
vice. For, if there be no legal slavery in these 
states, ihe system as existing in them can confer 
no rights. 

The proposition just stated may appear startlin 
to many peisons; hut. it is nothing more than 
necessary inference from the true principles of 
the constitution in relation to slavery,—princi¬ 
ples whieh were advocated by the Hon. T. F. 
Marshall, of Kentucky, in a series of letters pub¬ 
lished two or three years since in the Frankfort 
Commonwealth, in regard lo the domestic slave- 
trade,-principles, to which Judge McLean, in the. 
great Mississippi case, gave his direct, unequivo¬ 
cal sanction,—principles, which were embodied 
the famous resolutions of Mr. Giddiogs, for which 
he was censured by the House of Representatives, 
but which since then have commanded the assenl 
of a majority of the th.nking meo of the country, 
—principles which have been most clearly sel 
forth, however, in the addresses of the state Liber¬ 
ty conventions of OhiJ. 

1. The Constitution of the United States 
regards slaves as property, but always as persons 
—never acts upon them as properly, but always 
as persons. 

2. Slavery is the creature of municipal law. 
and can have no existence beyond the laws whicb 
create it—the slave ceasing to be such the mo¬ 
ment lie passes beyond their jurisdiction. 

Mr. Marshall assumed the first principle, to 
prove, that Congress had no power over the inter¬ 
state slave-trade: for, it could not interfere with 
it except under the constitutional clause which 
empowers it to regulate commerce among the 
several slates: but action under this clai 
the suppression of the slave-trade between the 
states would involve the assumption that 
slaves were property, an assumption repudiated 
s v the constitution which is the sole measure ol 
the h-tvers of congress.

Nor can the national 
legislature pass laws to compensate owners for 
the loss of their slaves—for the same reason. 

On this ground, it most have teen that, 
lil the recent introduction into the House of 
Representatives of the bill for the relief of the 
people of West Florida, providing for the pay- 
f the slaves killed or stolen during the in- 

_of thatterritoiy by Gen. Jackson, in 1814,

claimed from Great Britain compensation for 
certain slaves in American vessels, driven into 
the British ports in the West Indies. Compensa¬ 
tion was couceded for the slaves on board the En¬ 
comium and Comet, because they had been forced 
within British jurisdiction, before the date of the 
emancipation act. During the present session, 
there being a portion of this money still in the 
reasury, a bill was introduced providing for its 
.-ayment to the owners of the slaves, &c. Mr. 
Gid lings objected from day to day lo its passage, 
lpngth its friends asked him to amend it in 
vn way. “He amended it,” toys a legal 
gentleman, a correspondent ol the National Auti- 
slavery Standard, “so as simply to withdraw the 
price of human flesh and blood from the treasury, 
and changed the title of the bill so as to read in¬ 
stead of *a hill for ihe relief of persons who had 
lost slaves,’ &c., *a bill for the relief of the Treas¬ 
urer’, &c. In this form the bill passed.” 

This was in fact a concession of the ground for 
which we contend—that no Department of the 
General Government has a right in any of its 
assume that slaves are property. 

Hence, Congress cannot sustain slavery, much 
ss create it—for this would be to reduce 
the condition of properly. 

Nor can there be slaves on the high sea 
der the American flag, for the vessel is under the 
|jurisdiction of the General Government, 
a particular state; and there are and can be, no 
federal law s to make or hold human beings, 
properly. 

Nor is thero any legal slavery in the District of] 
Columbia. The slave-laws of Maryland and Vir¬ 
ginia regarded slaves as property. Congress re¬ 
enacted them, but they must be null and void, 
for whence did congress derive its power to treat 
men as property1 

Nor is «ny legal slavery in Florida. 

That territory is under the exclusive control ol 
Congress; bm this body can ssnciion no laws 
which operate upon men as properly—allowing 
tbo principle which Mr. Marshall advocated, and 
Judge McLean asserted, to be the true one, in 
favor of which we certainly have the authority 
of Mr. Madison, and the action of the framers ol 
the constitution. 

For the same reason, there is no legal slavery 
in Missisippi, Louisiana, Missouri and Arkansas, 
which were all once territories of the United 
States, governed by laws deriving their force 
from Congress. The old laws of the section of 
country divided into these territories, upheld slave¬ 
ry, but when they passed under the jurisdiction of 
the United States, the slaves, by that act, became 
free; the force which had held them slaves, ceas¬ 
ing to operate. How could Congress, deriving 
its powers solely from a constitution which never 
regards slaves as property, reduce these freemen 
again to the condition of property 1 It could not 
lo it, not only for the reason stated, but for other 
easons. 

1. The powers of Congress are derivative. Ours 
is a government of grants', t6 the extent of these 
grants it may go and no further, 
grant of power to create or continue slavery! To 
take freemen,—for remember, in the case noticed, 
there was an interval between the expiration of 
the local law of slavery, and that Jaw of Congress 
which renewed it, during which the slave, releas¬ 
ed from the force which had held him a slave, be¬ 
ne necessarily frte-io lake freemen, Aagain 
„„ the yoke of bondage upon them! We challenge 
the keen-eyed democracy, the constitutional body¬ 
guard of slavery, its hewerof wood and drawer of] 
water, to point out any such grant.

The slavery then which Congress created in 
ose territories was unconstitutional and illegal; 
and if it was unconstitutional then, and illegal, we 
know not by what legerdemam it has since been 
converted into constitutional or legal slavery. N. 
lapse of time has changed its original character 
Hut if slavery in these states be illegal, it can 
confer no rights of any kind upon the citizens.- 
Therefore. they have no righi, under the lederal 
constitution, to claim their runaways 
the other states.

A Curious History. 

In one of Cost Johnson’s let-CrS 
scheme, a curious piece of history is rev 
The letter we have lost, and must quote front 
memory. It seems that the project of assuming 
the state debts, when first introduced into Con¬ 
gress, (in 1790, we believe,) was lost, through 
the influence chiefly of the southern members.— 
There was good reason for the assumption then, 
as the debts of the states had been incurred 
great extent, we presume, in the vindication ol 
the rights of the country, not in extravagant 
schemes of internal improvement. But .the north¬ 
ern states were more largely indebted, 
their greater exertions during the war, and there¬ 
fore we presume, the southern members 
opposed to assumption. The failure ofthe project 
excited great dissatisfaction. The house 
and adjourned from day to day, too much on 
humor for the transaction of business. At last, 
Hamilton and Jefferson contrived a dinner, 
which were invited the leading men of both par¬ 
ties, and Jefferson promised to use his influence 
to change the vote of the Virginia members- 
hinting that a little concession on both sides wt 
all ilist was necessary. The dinner was eaten 
and the bargain struck. The Virginia members 
agreed to change their vote; and the price 
that the seat of government, should eventually 
be permanently located in the south ! 

This is another striking illustration of that

dings’opposition to a certain bill for indemnify¬ 
ing slaveholders, remarked that he was ready e- 
nough to vote for appropriations to aid colored 
people, hut always backward when white 
were concerned.

But tbe reports have 
ceived the go-by. Nothing is yet done. And 
why! The Washington correspondent of the 
Hampshire Gazette asserts that slavery is at the 
bottom of the mischief.

every man who refuses to vote for a fornicator, 
because he is such, and because of the moral in¬ 
fluence of such a refusal, is guilty of “a moral 
wrong”—“treason to the constitution.’

Habeas Corpus.

That was the last of 
It is not made the duty of the sheriff to see that the 
writ is obeyed; and the penalty provided for di 
bedience, may easily be eluded. The slaveholder 
coolly pocketed the writ, issued by oi 
Supreme Judges, and decamped, setting our laws 
defiance, and carrying a free gtrl, entitled 
their protection, into slavery. 

Were it possible to still this miserable clamor 
between whigs and democrats a boot pecuniary 
questions and choose men, for law makers, deeply 
inbued with the love of liberty and a regard for 
personal rights, there would be some hope of hav¬ 
ing the statutes so amended, as lo make the babe- 
t corpus a reality.

The aggrieved member, with the heroism of 
endurance befitting a champion of law and lib¬ 
erty, appeals to the House, asking nothing for 
himself, but only that the House will take care 
of its own dignity. 

But. a slaveholder is the aggressor—an abc« 
litionist is the subject of his violence—therefore 
the House of Representatives of the United 
Slates, permits a gross indignity to one of its 
members, an outrage on its proprieties, an act, 
aimed directly at the freedom ofspeecli in its 
Hall, to pass unpunished, aye, even unnoticed 
by any expression of disapprobation. 

Mr. Giddings did right to exercise forbearance. 
He showed respect for the House and for himself; 
& a proper indifference to ihe rowdy who assailed 
him. He acted as a man ought to act, who be¬ 
lieves in the divinity of that religion which in¬ 
culcates forbearance under injuries as one of tbe 
highest virtues. There is no coward.ce in such 
conduct. Mr. Giddiogs has proved his courage, 
by his constant, firm, unapprehensive,.calm main¬ 
tenance of the cause of human rights, in the face 
of such opposition as he has had to encounter in 
that “Hall of Slavery.”

Crime in Kentucky. 

A neighboring editor, who sometimes loses 
himself in statistics, lately compiled a few tables 
from Mr. Theobald’s report of the Penitentiary 
of Kentucky: from which it appears, that the 
whole number cf prisoners was 246; tbatthe most 

ing under its various forms; that no one is con¬ 
fined for murder; and not more than six or eight 
for “crimes of violence.” 

From this our neighbor gravely infers that it is 
not true that crime is increasing, and that “there 
is no country where the proportion of crimes of 
violence are so small.” It never occurred to 
the editor, to inquire whether the smallness of 
the number of convicts of a high grade was ow¬ 
ing to the infrequency of crime, or the lax admin¬ 
istration of justice’. Now, it is notorious, that 
of violence are constantly occurring in- 
Kentucky, and that murders are frequently com¬ 
mitted there, or the papers of that state most 
ihly belie her. This being the fact, the small- 
of the number confined in _the Penitentiary 
for crimes of violence, only shows that public sen¬ 
timent is low-toned, and the administration of jus¬ 
tice, feeble.

Gen. Jackson’s Fine and Slavery. 

A man has need of a hundred eyes to detect 
all the ramifications of slavery.

He seemed to feel the humiliating con- 
ditioo in which this forced admission of the real 
truth presented the whole slaveholding country, 
their utter imbecility in time of war and inva- 
r on, and in order to break the force of the ad¬ 
mission, he said, all slave States had not such a 
disaffected slave population as Louisiana then 
had, and he forthwith proceeded to eulogize the 
slaves ofKentucky, and insisted that he would 
sooner entrust the defence of the Union to the 
slaves of Kentucky, than to their canting, whin¬ 
ing sympathizers at the North! ! I think myself 
there are some noble fellows among them, and | 
with the two Clarks’, for instance, at the head 
of any army, I think they would strike a blow for j 
the Union and for freedom which would be re¬ 
membered through all time.

The feeling that has marked the proceedings 
upon this exciting topic has been altogether dif¬ 
ferent from that formerly evinced upon such occa¬ 
sions, in this respect there has been a remarkable 
gain upon the slavery qnestion. On the above 
question, many seemed disposed to dodee a vote, 
but nearly all the northern members voted against 
the claim; among the exceptions were Dean and 
Doan of Ohio.

He distributed, 
without the authority of law, a portion of this 
money among the claimants for those slaves. 
Considerable expense to the people of the United 
States was incurred by the measures taken to as¬ 
certain the owners of the slaves, by ihe appoint- 
nientof commissioners. See. to investigate the 
case. When Forsyth want out ot office, there 
wns left in his hands a balance of about §7930 
of this money which he passed to the Treasure ol 
the United States, takings receipt therefor. Tlr
